. We compile the following 'intelligence from Havana, fromthe correspondence f the JXew Orleans Picayune, receivedat that port by the Quaker City, dates to the 13 inet. Thomore important intelligence has already been sent to us by
way of Mobile. . .

The holy week witk its concomitant festivals, germons,
&c. has put a atop to all discussion of tho Mexican ouestion.
The preparations, however, for the recciption and lo'dgiag of
the expected troops continue at earnestly aa before. Tbe
new barracks on the walla are nearly completed, so that if
the tea thousand troops do come, we shall have ample room
to keep them comfortable, until their ranks are thinned oa
by tke yellow fever. I am told by a friend that this number
of troops will barely cover the deficiency ia ;the Cuban army
at present, and fill ithe vacancies of those whose term of ser-- -

vice is aboat expting.
The Captain General received several important despatch-

es frora Washington by the Isabel, which will serve to mod-
erate the warmth of the Castillians very much in their dis-
pute with Mexico. In addition to those, ihe strong reflections
of an intelligent foreign minister, who cime here on a short
visit by tho same vessel will have the effect of bringing
the rulers of Spain to their proper senses; I feel more
confident thaa ever that no war will take place, notwith-
standing all present appoarano, becansc of the pewerful aid
that Mexico must receivo in such an eventuality.

The houses of Noriega," Olmo & Co., and Tard & San To-
kyo, are getting tip a company of propellers, to run between
Havana and different ports on the north of Cuba. The
capital will be $2,000,000. in shares of $100 each. The new
sneculatioa has met with a kind reception from the public of
Havana. The Government, of course, will be favorably in-
clined, as it will make good use of tho vessels in case of emer-
gency. The Carolina has been the only successful propeller
in Cuba, and she certainly has amply repaid her enterprising
owner, Sener Don Pedro Lacoste.

The Spanish Bank has been authorized by tho home Gov-
ernment to keep their balances due them by the Cuban treas-
ury, and act as general agent. This looks as If tho Govern-
ment would become a customer in tho end. The news has
not pleased the share holders very much.

Tho Rcgla and Mantanzas Kail Road Company havo met
with quite a sorious obstacle to tho work. t?cnor Kmbril,
through whoso land tho road passes, has refused permission
to tho company, until they pay him an exorbitancy for his
property. The court has not yet decided the case, but tho
work has been guspented on this part of the road.

Two Men Hanged by Mons in Iowa. On Saturday, tho
17th inst., Eli Gifford, a half breed, was hung by a mob in
Jackson county, Iowa, for killed John lngalls. On tho same
day mob at Believue, Iowa, forcibly entered the jail there,
and taking'a prisoner, charged him with murder and counter-
feiting, and iiung him. Great excitement prevails. in tho
vicinity.

It appears that GrilTord, when ho was forcibly seized by
the mob. (who broke into tho . jail,) declared his innoconce,
but when he foung that they wcro determined upon hanging
him, and'thore was no probability of escape, he made clean
breast of it confessing that ho shot lngalls in tho woods
where his body was fouud. Tho weapon used was tho
rifle, and ho approached hla victim from behind to within
litteen leet, and shot him in tho head, tho ball passing
turougu auu xouging against ine SKuit over tno icit
He further stated that he was insti-ratc- to the murdnr nnd
paid for doing it by his undo, a ma n named Jarrett, and an-
other named David McDonald, l neighbors of lngalls. Gif-
ford also confessed that be had to kill two othor persons in
tho same vicinity one a man, at whom ho shot three times,
and the other a woman.

When told the fatal moment was anmoaehefl. lift niknnw- -
ledged tho justice of his f punHuncnt, but said bis "unrlo
ought to suffer also." From 00 to 600 persons witnessed
tho hanging. A prayer was offered up by a Methodist clergy
man, ino xvev. mr. uaococK, tno guilty wretch kncelingjand
crossing himself, the surrounding crowd standing in respect-
ful silence. When the last moment arrived, the loader of tbe
party tried ajhandkerchief over the ejes of Gifford, twho ref
inawea standing, and twenty-lourjnc- n took hold of the rope.
At a signal they pulled upon the repo together, suspending
him in tho air, about eignt feet from tho earth. As soon as
tno execution was over, two men were dispatched in pursuit
of Jarrett, the uncle, and McDonald, his accouiplioe, and it
is said to bo the determination to hang them both if taking.
Gifford was a native of Missouri.

When the remains
of our late beloved King Kamohamena Ilf, were de-
posited in the Bepulchre, many were the sad mourn-
ers who watched night and day, lamenting in heart-
rending wails the death of their King, friend and
benefactor. Weeks wore on, and human grief was
moderated, if not assuaged ; the mourners quietly de- -

Sarted and returned to their homes and occupations.
the late King's favorite mastiff. When tho

body was deposited in its last resting place, Eve-lain- a"

took his station outside the door of tho" tomb,
and there commenced his weary watch. For many
weeks he would not leave the spot. After a time,
food was not taken to him, and at las, driven by hun-
ger and thirst, he was compelled to leave; but, having
satisfied these wants, he returned to his post, and
has thus kept watch for nearly two years. Of late
his keeper have tried Eto confine him, but he is fre
quently missing, and, if searched for, will be found
guarding the mortal remains of him he loved so well.

Wall-Pape- r Poisoning. Dr. Hinds, of Birming-
ham, has lately called attention to a method of acci-
dental arsenical poison which should be generally
known, and from which he was himself the sufferer.
He chanced to select, for the adornment of his study.
a particularly bright tinted wall-paj-e- r, a pattern of
wnicn was confined to two shades of jrrecn. About

( two days --after it had been applied he first used tho
room in the evening, sitting there and reading by a
gas light. While thus engaged he was seized with
severe depression, nausea, abdominal pain, and pros-
tration. The same chain of symptoms ensued oa
every subsequent evening when ho occupied the room.
This led to e n inquiry into the cause. He scraped off
a little of the bright coloring matter from hi- - pretty
green paper, and, by sublimation, produced abundant
crystals of arsenious acid. The paper was colored
with arsenite of cepper, (Scheele's green.) The use
cf this pigment to color wall-paper- s has already prov-
ed injurious in previous cases. In one, a child suck-
ed some strips of paper thus colored, and narrowly
escaped with life. (Ed. Monthly Journal, 1831.)
Dr. Hinds remarks that the presence of the arsenical
pigment may be recognised by its brilliant hue, and
by a little running of the color at tho edges of tho
pattern, as thong it did not take freely on the paper.

London Lancet.

It is strange
weather for April, and we shall wait to hear from
the country with no little anxiety.

The Baton Rouge Advocate of the 7th says :

A friend from Manchac informs us that the cold
weather of Sunday night has killed the cotton, and
greatly damaged the corn and cane in his neighbor-
hood. We fear the worst has not been yet heard.

Texas. Tho Texas Ranger ot the lllh says:
Upon Sunday night last, we were visited by a

severe spell ot cold weather, accompained by a
northencr, which had a most disastrous effect upon the
growing crops. Scarcely a blade of corn or cotton
or a garden vegetable was left standing ; and the labor
of planting has all to be done over again. It is to be
hoped the fertility of the soil will repair to some ex
tent the damage caused by the inclemency of the
weather.

Kgga and Poultry
The poultry value of the United States at this mo

ment is not far from $25,000. The poultry kept in
the State of New York alone is probably about

; the city of New Yoik expends no less than
'i.ouo.OUU per year for eggs. If every individual in

this city alone would abstain from the use of eggs
directly and indirectly ioi the space of one year, and
those eegs were at once put under the hens and
hatched, not far from $38,000,000 would be added to
the poultry value of those localities which send eggs
to the vast city. Think of that, ye gourmands, who
asic lor neb pastry and eake. If you who merely
visit, and you who reside in the city of New York,
and order the eggs you oonsume to be placed in the
natcmng condition, this great addition to the wealth
of the country would result.

One egg dealer in Philadelphia sends 100 barrels
of eggs daily to the New Yoik maiket. The sales
in and about Qu'ncoy market, Boston, and by the
merchants throughout the city, in 1848, were over
$1,000,000. The consumption of eggs in Paris is
equal to 140 per year to each individual, but in New
York the average is about 70 to each person. At
this late of consumption it would take nearly 173,-000.0- 00

of eggs to supply the city of London for a
single year.

We have alluded to the great poulterer of Paris,
M. de Sord, in a lata number of this journal. His
yards furnish about 40,000 dozen of eggs per week.
His hens are never allowed to 6et: the czea are
hatched by steam, and every morning a swarm of
chickens is ushered into tbe world of tbe vast featb
ered tribes on his premises. The Chinese are prose-
cuting this batching by steam, or artificial heat, at
Shanghai. The process they adopt is very simple
but efficacious, and the beat employed is rarely over
ninety-thre- e degrees. At the principal establishment
the proprietor according to the work of an English-
man, Mr. Sirr affirms that he frequently hatches
5,000 eggs per day. For some rrasan this artificial
egg hatching has never succeeded in this country or
England.

Eig testing is an important branch of egg produ-
cing, and the duty the dealer owes to the public
should make him an adept in distinguishing a good
egg irom a poor one. There is no difficulty in dis-
covering good or poor eggs. Take them into a mod-
erately dark roo n and hold them between the eye
and a lighted candle. If the rgg be good Ihe light
will 6hine through with a reddish glow, if otherwise,
the color will be opaque or dark. Pickled eggs are
excellent eating, they are prepared by first boiling
bard and then divested of their shells, placed in
earthen jars, and scalded vinegar pcurcd upon them,
seasoned with whole pepper, allspice, ginger and
clovers. When the pickle is cold, the jars are closed,
ard the eggs are in capital eating order in a month
alter, aud will keep for a year or more. Tho farm
house epicures bold this dish in high esteem. The
egg comes into market in another bhapc also, in Eng-
land at this, moment. It is called " condensed egg."
It consists of the entire substance of the egg very
delicately and finely granulated by patent process,
after the watery property which the egg contains baa
been completely exhausted and withdrawn, without
any change in its remaining character. All the nu-
trition ot the egg is retained, and in this state it is
very valuable to ship owners, emigrants and others.
A single ounce of this prepara iou is equal to three
egs. Tbe Chemistry of Common Life, by Professor
Johnson, gives an analysis of the composition of tho
egg. Hence we learn that the enrbonate of lime of
the shell is one-tent- h of its weight, the white six-tentb- s,

and the yolk tbree-teuth- s. The eg loses
three-fourth- s of its weight by the evaporation of its
watery particles. That his department of rural econ-
omy is capable of extension far beyond its present
limits, and may be rxerted to a wide and profitable
range, increasing wealth without any appreciable
cost, is self evident, and whether conducted on a
large or small scale, the pro Us are considerable, and
the risk and trouble comparatively small.

Chinese Dlir.nT v nf 4mrln E,mirm Itnnilrll I

Years Ago.
A correspondent of the Francisco Bulletin, James

Hanlt-y- , a Chinese interpreter, directs attention to the
fact that Chinese history contains descriptions of a
vast country many thousands of miles eastward from
them which ihey called Fasan?, and which it is con-
tended must bo California and Mexico. Their account
states, thaf ii, A. D., 459, Buddhist priesla had gone
to Fnsang, (or America) and distrihuied Bud Ihist
tracts and images among the inhabitants. In A D.,
499, forty years afierwards, several Buddhit priests
arrived at Hiugehau, and reported var.ous particu-
lars in reference to thi country.

The Chinese historian calls the country Fusang,
from the name of a particular tree that grew theie
and which he describes thus :

" The- - leaves of the fusang, when first produced,
resemble those of the bamboo. The inhabitants eat
the fruit, like pears, and weave its bulk into cloth for
cl jthiry; and articles of embroidery. They have books

nicfi arc" written on the hark of the fusajg." Of
this treeihe magnev) Prf-nco- says, that its " bruiced
leaves aircmied a pasie, from which paper was nude;
its juice was manufactured into an intoxicating bev-
erage, pulque of which the natives, to this day, are
excessively fond ; its leaves supplied an impenetra-
ble thatch &r the more humble dwellings : thread,
of which coarse stuffs were made, and strong cords
wore drawn from its tough and twisted fibres ; pins
and ne-dl-

cs Were made of the thorns at the extremi-
ty of iis leaves ; and the root when properly cooked,
was converted into a palatable and nutricious food.
The rmtgney. in short, was meal, diink, clothing and
writing material fur the Aztec! Suiely, never did
nature enclrsf, in so compact a form so m.tny of the
elements of human comfict and civilization."

Mr. Hanley abo a.iyi-- :

" Most people in Caliioin'a have notice ! the simili-
tude existing betweeu the Indians md tho Chinese,
both in feature, and the accent of their monosyllable
dialecls, and from my own experience I find that they
are nearly the same. The Chinese accent can he
traced throughout the Indian language ; though the
mot of the Digger Indians with whom 1 have con-

versed, speak a great deal of the ancient Aztec lan-
guage ! Not wishing to pursue this subject --nueh
further at present, I will transcribe a few words for
the purpose of showing the analogy, aB follows:
